Let me speak now about world order. This 
requires an elimination of the use or threat 
of force to accomplish International change. 
This was always a bad method. It has be- 
come an intolerable method because the force 
at man’s disposal cod'd now practically ob- 
literate human life on this planet. 

The United States and other free world 
nations hare, by their conduct, done much 
to establish, for themselves, the principle 
of the return da tlqn of aggressive forc<. and 
they havs shown their ability and win to 
deter such use of fores by others 

At the Tims of the fluey affair and the 
laraeH-Sgyptlad hostilities, the United 
Kingdom and Prance, and then Israel, re- 
sponding to the overwhelming opinion of 
the United Nations, withdrew Urelr armed 
forces and accepted a United Nations solu- 
tion. This may well prove to be a historical 

landmark. , . , . 

During the past year the United States 
and its partners have further shown their 
opposition to change through force or the 
■ threat of force. * 

When Lebanon and Jordan seemed threat- 
ened from without and appealed to the 
r United States and the United Kingdom for 
i emergency aid. we ret ponded with prompt 
t news and efficiency.

The United State* ha* repeatedly made 
cleitr— and 1 aald tula again at the la*t De- 
cember NATO meeting— that we regard our 
own military power a* being a trust for the 
benefit <jf bur free world partnerships; that 
we are ready pi make known' to all the de- 
fensive 'purpose* and V circumstances under', 
which that force might be used: and tnav we 
shall heed in this respect the advice and 
counsel of our partners Just a* we would 
expect them to heed our advice and counsel 
•with respect to the International use ol their 
force. 

Thu*, out ol what may originally have been 
conceived primarily as mlllltary alliances, 
there la developing an international struc- 
ture which provides collective security on the 
basis of organized and continuous collective 
consultation. That Is something new In his- 
tory 

I might add that accomplishment 1* not 
always easy given the variety of national 
development and national viewpoint*. 
Nevertheless the free world practice In this 
regard constantly grow* in efficiency. 

World order 1* not. however, assured merely 
by the elimination of violence. There must 
be procease* of peaceful change. These, too, 
are rapidly developing within the Free World. 
The Oeneral Assembly of the United Natlona 
Is a forum where these needs find effective 
expression. The Qeueial Assembly does not 
have the power to legislate change. lint 
It hai a capacity to Induce change, at leaat 
In the case of governments which have rs- 
spect for, and are responsive to. world 
opinion. ' ' ' deg# 

The peace of the Free World Is not a peace 
of political stagnation of n peace which sanc- 
tifies the. status quo. It t* a . peace char- 
acterized by peaceful change reflecting new 
numan aspirations and potentialities. 

There Is, of course, need not only for 
processes which permit of peaceful change, 
but there Is equally a need for stability in 
! adherence to basic values. Including that of 
respecting S lniematlonal * agreements and 
.'. ■'tre»t(e*r This requires that, unlesa interna- 
tional* law and treaty engagement* are

'* This, however, does not. mean thatphere 
cannot be useful contact* and negotiation* 
with the Communist*. Wo have had many 
such We are striving to make progfea* la 
the field of disarmament and In that con- 
nection dead with the Soviets, particularly In 
relation to the controlled discontinuance of 
nuclear weapons test*. We also seek agree- 
ment on possible measures which might be 
helpful In preventing surprise attack. 

At Warsaw we negotiate with the Chines* 
Communists. 

We have made clear our willingness to 
negotiate about the Oerman question: 

We have now an agreement with the Soviet 
Union on cultural and eclen title exchange* 
which la operating satisfactorily. Also Im- 
portant are the visits to and from Russia of 
Influential cttleen*. 

President JQasnhower urged this la hi* 
letter of February Id, 195», to the then Soviet 
Premier. Following this Initiative, there 
have been useful visit* on both sides, and 
we are glad that the First Deputy Premier of 
the Soviet Union. Mr. MJtoyan. Is now here 
learning about our country. We would Ilk# 
to ace a broader exchange of student*. We 
believe that In such way* false premise* and 
miscalculations can be reduced In the Interest 
ol peace.

I turn now to our second major purpose. 

On# of the strongsst force* working In ths 
worm today Is tbs movement toward Inde- 
pendence and freedom. 

This force le notably manifest In Africa. 
Here change is rapid, new state* are arising 
almost overnight. This great continent pre- 
sents a challenge to the United State* to do 
Its best to assist the peoples now emerging 
Into Independence and new opportunity. ' . _ 

Another such area Is our hemisphere to 
the south. The people* of Latin America 
are making clear their determination to con- 
trol their own destinies. On# by onedlc- 
tatorahlpe have made way for governments 
more responsive to the popular will, 4^ 

The worldwide movement towardljwlom 
Is accompanied by a growing a ware'beeabf the 
deadly nature of Bino-8ovlet Imperialism.
